Widening the highway to eight 
lanes would chop a 76-foot-wide 
strip out of Forest Park be- 
tween Tamm and Hampton ave- 
nues, instead of the 64 feet that 
would be taken by a six-lane 
roadway. 

For the stretch from Hampton 
to Kingshighway, 71 feet would 
be taken from the park instead 
of 43 feet. 

Construction of a large clover- 
leaf system of turnoffs at Kings- 
highway is part of the plan: At 
present, Kingshighway, in skirt- 
ing Barnes Hospital, forces traf- 
fic to make two 90-degree turns.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27 —Mc- 
Donnell Aircraft Corp. of St. 
Louis has repaid the Government 
$1,505,250 in settlement 
claim for an overcharge on a 
contract for production of Voo- 
doo jet planes, the Justice De- 
partment announced today. 

Of the setthement amount, 
031,000 represents 
profits received by McDonnell 
under the $110,000,000 contract 
and $474,000 is a civil penalty 
under the False Claims Act, As- 
sistant Attorney General George 
Cochran Doub said. 

The False Claims Act is a 
federal civil statute under which 
any person or firm submitting a 
false claim to the Government 
can be required to pay $2000 


plus double the amount of dam- 
ages sustained by the Govern- 
ment. In the McDonnell case, 
this could have amounted to $2,- 
064,000. 

McDonelln in offering the $1,- 
505,250 settlement in a letter last 
Sept. 2, based the figure on its 
own computation of a percentage 
of the difference between the 
“target”? most of production, ar- 
rived at in 1955, and actual cost 
as determined later.

Noting Castro’s charges that 
the United States Government, 
its officials or the American peo- 
ple had supported or counte- 
nanced illegal activities against 
the Castro regime, a statement 
by the State Department de- 
clared:

There will be only fringe bene- 
fits, estimated to cost the com- 
pany 10 cents a man-hour the 
first year, These include group 
insurance, hitherto charged to 
the workers, pensions and sup- 
plemental unemployment bene- 
fits.

The union agreed to forego a 
cost-ol-living increase of 2 to 3 
cents an hour due this year. Be- 
lore the strike, the average pay 
of steel workers was $3.10 an 
hour. 

Ikdgar F. Kaiser, board chair- 
man, who came here to take part 
in the negotiations, issued a 
statement in which he said the 
agreement “represents a major 
contribution toward continuance 
of the American free collective 
bargaining system.” 

An Orderly Return.

Over the past two years we have 
shown much consternation over the 
apparent Soviet lead in the field of 
‘rocketry and space vehicles, but 
relatively little attention has been 
given to another competitive ac- 
‘complishment—the amazing devel- 
opment of the Russian and Siberian 
Arctic. 


_ ‘Much of our difficulty in under- 
standing and interpreting the sig- 
nificance of this phenomenal Soviet 
undertaking stems from the fact 
that we conventionally orient our 
maps north and south from the 
equator rather than viewing them 
with the North Pole as the focal 
point. When we do this, we are at 
once aware of a startling similarity 
in geography, topography and cli- 
matology between the Canadian and 
Russian Arctics. 


We see that the Soviet Union has 
three mighty, warm-water river 
systems—the Lena, the Dvina and 
the Yenisey-Irtysh, which flow 
northward to the Arctic Ocean. 
While in Canada, the River Mac- 
kenzie slashes northwestward 
through the Yukon for 1000 miles 
and empties into the same polar 
sea. Along all these great river 
basins, the timberline extends be- 
syond the Arctic Circle and the cli- 
‘sie are comparatively mild de-

The Seaway’s Also-Ran 


American enterprise is hot showing up as 
well as it might in the first year’s operation 
of the St. Lawrence Seaway. In particular our 
shipping has been outnumbered and outma- 
neuvered by Canadian and foreign shipping. 


Canada has had six times as many vessels 
as the United States in Seaway service. As 
distant a competitor as West Germany has 
operated half as many vessels as this country. 
Of 8,000,000 tons of cargo carried up to Aug. 
1, less than a twentieth was carried by Ameri- 
can flag Great Lakes vessels. With grain 
raining down on the Seaway, the share car- 
ried by U.S. shipping dropped to half of last 
year’s 25 per cent. What is the reason for 
this miserable showing? 


Harrie S. Taylor, president of the Oglebay 
Norton Co., a Great Lakes shipping and min- 
ing concern, blames the fact that American 
ships cost more to build and operate than 
foreign ships. He wants ocean-going shipping 
subsidy extended to Great Lakes vessels. 


Mr. Taylor also wants federal legislation 
which would improve the ship lines’ position 
with regard to depreciation, reserves for new 
construction, credit for obsolete vessels, and 
Government mortgages for fleet replace- 
ments. These latter proposals are similar to 
proposals which American railroads made 
earlier to deal with their own financial plight. 
We thought them worthy of favorable study 
in application to the railroads, and we think 
the same of their possible application to Sea- 
way shipping. 

It seems fairly plain, also, from experience 
thus far, that a still further trouble with 
United States shipping on the Seaway is that 
it is not strongly backed by services and fa- 
cilities at U.S. ports. There are not enough 
pilots, tugboats are lacking at places where 
it is hazardous to operate without them, and 
stevedoring is slow and costly, according to 
Matthew S. Crinkley, executive vice president 
of Isbrandtsen Co., Inc. 


Isbrandtsen’s experience suggests that in at 
least some instances American port manage- 
ments have not been notably alert and ag- 
gressive to get new business. Mr. Crinkley 
tells of phoning to a terminal and stevedoring 
firm about a $25,000 job: No one’who could 
quote a rate was in. He asked to be called 
back. His call was returned collect, a rate 
of $1 a ton in excess of that applying at sea- 
board ports was. quoted, and Isbrandtsen was 
advised that the work, which would have 
taken five days at a seaboard port, would 
require 14 days. Furthermore, the firm said 
it was not sune it could handle the business 
and did not particularly want it. 


American port cities on the Seaway intend, 
we are sure, to correct these. deficiencies as 
they go along. Costly waits and charges out 
of line with those at Eastern seaports could 
go far toward offsetting the natural advan- 
tages of Seaway shipping. When the second 


‘ year of deep-water navigation opens next 


spring, we trust that domestic flag lines will 
have helpful legislation and strengthened 
port backing at hand or on the way. 


U.N. Rebuke for China 


When the United Nations adopted a moder- 
ately worded condemnation of the Red Chi- 
nese assault on Tibet even some ardent 
friends of the U.N. wondered what was ac- 
complished. Sir Pierson Dixon of Great Brit- 
ain, for example, abstained from voting. And 
Henry Cabot Lodge of the United States, who 
did vote for the resolution, said that he saw 
no way in which the U.N. could help Tibet. 


Political considerations unconnected with 
Tibet, of course, were involved. These 
stemmed mostly out of a reluctance to em- 
barrass the relations of various governments 
with Peiping and Moscow. So it was not sur- 
prising that there were 26 abstentions, in- 
cluding those of Britain, France, Belgium, the 
Asian and African governments and some 
Latin-American regimes. Yet there were only 
nine votes against the resolution, those of the 
ideologically riveted Communist bloc. And 
there were 45 votes in its favor. 

An impressive majority found it inconceiv- 
able that the U.N. Assembly should not stand 
by the Charter of Human Rights which it 
promulgated in 1948. Such a resolution does 
not have the force of riflemen or gunboats, 
nor even that of an economic boycott. But 
even though sanctions are impossible to en- 
force in this case, the expression of U.N. dis- 
approval is well worth while. Standards for 
national conduct can only be developed by 
asserting them in situations like this. 


A District for Growth: 
Expanding a Success 

The Metropolitan Sewer District has been 
subjected to much unfair criticism. Those 
who take the trouble to study its operations 
dispassionately must conclude that it is a living 
proof of the efficacy of the metropolitan prin- 
ciple which the proposed Greater St. Louis 
City-County District would. apply to six other 
functions. The City-County District. would 
absorb the present Sewer District, expand it 
to take in all St. Louis county, and make it 
directly responsive to the will of the people. 

Overcoming a poor start brought on by 
legal squabbles and faulty administration, the 
Sewer District is on the verge of solving the 
metropolitan area’s sanitary sewer problems, 
and is now ready to take on storm-water prob- 
lems. Its success is based on the simple fact 
that it can ignore such political lines as those 
between city and county and between com- 
munity and community within the county. 
It can tackle sewer and storm-water problems 
on a watershed basis, which is the only sensi- 
ble way to build sewers. | 

On their own, not St. Louis, St. Louis 
county nor any of the 98 individual communi- 
ties could tackle the sewer and storm-water 


county area would have to create the im- 
proved governmental climate so necessary to 
attract new industry, to spark dynamic eco- 
nomic growth. And accelerated growth is 
necessary to provide jobs for the growing 
numbers of the next generation, to create the 
expanded tax base necessary to support first- 
class schools and local government without 
bankrupting individual householders. 

If voters of city and county approve the 
District next Tuesday they will have taken 
a long step toward assuring the ffiture of this 
area. Everybody’s job, income and future 
depends upon the kind of metropolitan effort 
that the District is equipped to make. 


Off Gov. Rockefeller’s Cuff 


Gov. Rockefeller’s call for a resumption in 
nuclear weapons testing was «unfortunate. 
Coming only two days before resumption of 
the test control talks at Geneva, it was timed, 
whether deliberately or accidentally, to dam- 
age those important discussions. The New York 
Governor’s remarks can only have the effect 
of adding force to Soviet declarations that 
the United States does not really want to sus- 
pend tests. 


Apparently Mr. Rockefeller’s opinions on ~ 


this grave and awesome subject came out al- 
most casually, on a television program called 
“Youth Wants to Know.” He said “we cannot 
afford to fall behind in the advanced tech- 
niques of the use of nuclear material,” but 
offered no documentation to show in what 
way we would fall behind, or whether indeed 
we might fall behind at all. The same tech- 
nique of tossing off unsupported opinion was 
used in discounting the dangers of nuclear 
fallout. 

This is neither as well-thought-out nor as 
substantial a statement on a subject of pro- 
found import as the American people have a 
right to expect from a Governor of the State 
of New York who is also a prospective candi- 
date for the Republican nomination for Presi- 
dent of the United States. 


Not the Place for Prayers 


The proposal to institute a daily prayer 
recitation in the St. Louis public schools un- 
doubtedly is motivated by the best of inten- 
tions. The prayer which has been approved 
by seven of the 12 board members, including 
President Bruns and Vice President Donnelly, 
is brief, modest and non-sectarian. 

Relatively few people will object to such 
a prayer. What is wrong with the idea is 
the proposed use of the public school system 
for any regular religious exercise. Inevitably 
the recitation of a daily prayer, however non- 
sectarian, will be offensive to some parents 
who prefer to teach their children prayers, if 
any, at home. In matters of religious prefer- 
ence and practice, the rights of the minority 
are just as important as the opinions of the 
majority. 

The plan to make the prayer “voluntary” 
is a recognition that the proposal has an ob- 
jectionable side. But it does not solve the 
problem to have some children abstain from 
reciting a prayer which those around them 
are saying. That puts an unfair burden on 
the child which public schools have no right 
to impose. 

Daily prayers have brought dissension and 
controversy in many communities that have 
tried the idea. The prayer proposed for the 
St. Louis public school system is the same 
one which was adopted in New York State 
in 1951 amid sharp sectarian differences. 
Peekskill Lutheran groups protested that the 
name of Christ was left out to make it pal- 
atable to non-Christians. Many Protestant 
and some Roman Catholic leaders approved 
it. The Schenectady Methodist church board 
opposed it flatly and said that “the place for 
specific teaching and formal practice of re- 
ligion is the home and the church.” The 
Christian Century said that a prayer recited 
by rote and under orders is “likely to™ de- 
teriorate quickly into empty formality with 
little, if any, spiritual significance.” 

Good as the purpose may be, the objections 
to prayer in the public schools are fundamen- 
tal. The principle it would offend is a car- 
dinal one—the constitutional separation of 
church and state, through which several hun- 
dred religious denominations and sects have 
prospered in the United States as nowhere 
else in the world. The School Board should 
drop this idea before it makes itself the cen- 
ter of a wholly unnecessary and altogether 
undesirable controversy. 


Revived Arms Traffic 


Prior to World War II the phrase “mer- 
chants of death” was commonly applied to in- 
ternational traffickers in arms. Times have 
changed somewhat. Today’s arms deals in- 
volve governments more than private sources 
but still are a source of trouble. 

The United States has protested that the 
sale of outmoded British jet fighters to Cuba 
would add to tension in the Caribbean. Pre- 
mier Castro never criticized Britain as he 
criticized the United States for arms ship- 
ments to former Dictator Batista, and obvi- 
ously is eager to do business with the British. 
He has also bought Belgian rifles, while the 
rival Dominican Government has bought small 
arms from Italy and France. _ 

All of these national arms merchants have 
been recipients of American military aid, 
which has ho doubt built up stockpiles of ob- 
solescent equipment now for sale. The most 
embarrassing example involves Norway. After 
long denying it, the Norwegian defense min- 
istry has finally admitted a half-million-dollar 
arms shipment to Cuba.

Economy Cars---Two 
Divergent Views Expressed

DETRS (AP)—Once hesitant 
to compete with glossy American 
models on their home grounds, 
European auto makers now have 
invaded in force, Not only do 
they intend to stay here, they 
hope to expand their beachheads. 


If you bought a new car five 
years ago there was only one 
chance in 160 that you got a 
foreign model. Today, the 
chances are one in 10. 


Five years ago the United 
States built 70 per cent of the 
world’s passenger cars. Last 
year, for the first time, it built 
less than half. 


American manufacturers feel 
that a good 1959 sales year will 
give them 55 to 60 per cent of 
the total world production. But 
they are going to have a tough 
fight cutting back the foreign 
foothold in the United States. 

So far imported cars have 
found their best markets along 
the east and west coasts. Almost 
17 per cent of new car sales in 
California last year were for- 
eign models. 

Guy Fox, executive vice presi- 
dent of England's Standard-Tri- 
umph Motor Car Co., Inc., re 
cently called the midwest and 
central plains area ‘“‘an up-and- 
coming market which has been 
neglected . . . it needs educat- 
ing in the advantages of driving 
small imported cars.”

Public Transportation Hard 
Hit by Private Automobile 


NEW YORK—Public transpor- | 
tation, hard hit by its deadliest 


competitor, the private car, this 
year will account for less than 
one-twelfth of the money Amer- 
icans spend for transportation. 

Of the $39,300,000,000 paid out 
for transportation in ‘1959, re- 
ports Fortune Magazine, only a 
trifle more than $3 billion will 
go for all forms of public trans- 
portation—busses, trains, sub- 
ways, airplanes and taxes. The 
remaining $36-plus billion will go 
for the purchase and operation 
of automobiles. 


And because Americans have 
a “stubborn preference” for 
moving about in their own cars, 
even though a bus or train might 
be cheaper, there is little hope 
for a public transportation come- 
back. Although Americans will 
be spending $1 billion more for 
wublic transport by 1970, they

Families 
Increasing 


DETROIT (AP)—The auto in- 
dustry frankly hopes that before 
long you'll need a bigger garage 
—not for bigger cars, but for 
more cars. 

The number of two-car fami- 
lies in the United States has been 
growing steadily during the past 
decade, increasing from less 
than four million in 1950 to about 
eight million early this year. 

And now families with 
Or more cars are becoming a 
significant factor in the car-buy- 
ing economy. A survey two years 
ago figured this group at 750,000 
families. It was up to almost one 
million this summer. These fig- 
ures became a major factor in 
the final decision of Ford, Gen- 
eral Motors and Chrvsler to go 
ahead with their new, compact 
cars. 

The big companies had 
watched American Motors, Stu- 


debaker-Packard and the import | 


models grab a sizable share of 
the market. Much of the success 
of the smaller cars came on ap- 
peals pitched to owning a sec- 
ond car. 

With the big boys of the busi- 
ness in the showroom with their 
own smaller cars, you can ex- 
pect to hear even more about the 
virtues of adding a car in your 
family. 

A survey of 10 years ago 
showed the biggest percentage of 
two-car families were farmers, 
who had a beat-up jalopy on the 
farm and a “dressed-up’’ car to 
drive to town. 

But the big rise in two-car 
ownership came with the popula- 
tion shift to the suburbs. Even 
if the man of the house used 
public transportation for part of 
his trip to and from work he 
often needed a car to get to the 
nearest train station or bus stop. 
The housewife needed a car for 
shopping and hauling the kids 
to their ever-growing list of ac- 
tivities. 

The most recent breakdown on 
car ownership shows 17 per cent 
of suburban families own two or 
more cars. 

It is nothing new for high in- 
come families to own two cars, 
but the recent figures show that 
one-fourth of the two-car house- 
holds are in the $5000-$7000 in- 
come bracket. 

The three-car group still tends 
to be in the upper income levels. 
It often breaks down this way: 
A family car, a second car (pos- 
sible a statin wagon) for moth- 
er and a third car for a high 
school or college age child. 

If money allows, this group 
may expand to a» fourth car 
which becomes transportation to 
and from work! for the man of 
the house. 

The trend to multi-car owner- 
ship helps explain predictions of 
7,500,000 to 8,000,000 annual car 
sales in the late 1960s. The rec- 
ord to date is just over 7,000,000 
in 1955. This year the total will 
be slightly more than 6,000,000. 

The big three manufacturers 
are counting on economy of op- 
eration and slightly lower prices 
of their new, smaller cars to in- 
fluence even more families to 
buy a second car.

Welcome to Dressen 


Charley Dryden, much fun-. 
nier if not quite as gifted with 
a pen as the seventeenth-cen- 
tury English poet, John Dry- 
den, was the Bobo Newsom of 
baseball writers, an itinerant 
reporter who dropped pearls 
of prose from San Francisco 
to Philadelphia, New York to 
Chicago. 


A former hobo, shanghaied 
merchant sailor and ex-iron 
moulder, Dryden contributed 
to the humor of the language. 
He’s best remembered, prob- 
ably, for his description 50 
years ago of Big Ed Walsh, 
handsome pitching ace of the 
White Sox. 


*‘Walsh,’”’ wrote Dryden, ‘“‘is 
the only man in the world who 
could strut standing still.’

Louisans who felt that the 
A.B.C.’s local representatives, 
the Greater St. Louis Bowling 
Association, had no right to 
charge him that extra half- 
buck any longer. Al Matzelle, 
assistant secretary of the 
A.B.C., replied. 

While acknowledging that 
the original purpose of the 
extra charge was to purchase 
‘tournament tickets, Matzelle 
said that the St. Louis associa- 
tion was at liberty to retain the 
$1.50 charge if it wished. Three 
new services have been added, 
Matzelle said, and A.B.C, 
members should expect them 
to cost more money. 

These services are: 

1. A full-time association of- 
fice operating during business 
hours so that any member can 
get authoritative information 
on rules and other bowling 
matters. 

2. A system of processing 
membership applications local- 
ly, so that a league can obtain 
its sanction credentials quicker 
than if this were done in Mil- 
waukee. 

3. Publication of a yearbook 
listing member’s averages in 
all of the leagues they bowled 
in the previous season. 


Who Benefits 


If those were the sole rea- 
sons for raising the dues some 
$19,000 (figuring 38,000 bowlers 
at 50 cents each), there might 
be a flood of protests. The 
average tenpinner could well 
wonder how these extra serv- 
ices helped him. 

How many bowlers, after all, 
have ever been so concerned 
about a league problem that 
they had to get an official 
answer at 9 a.m. the next day? 
Except in rare instances, 
bowlers are content to wait 
until the following week's 
league session to find out from 
their secretary.

ST. LOUISANS who are in- 
terested in the new museum 
started by the Academy of Sci- 
ence at Clayton and Big Bend 
might also be interested in know- 
ing something of the history of 
the land on which it stands. 

In the early nineteenth cen- 


tury an Englishman © named 
Kenedy obtained a government 
grant of 300 acres, bordered on 
the south by Clayton road and 
on the west by Hanley road, 
both just country roads at the 
time. Later the eastern boundary 
was Big Bend and later still, 
along about 1890, the north 
boundary was what is now Wy- 
down boulevard. 

He built, on the main ridge 
of his land, a charming, two- 
story brick house and many out- 
buildings to equip the place as 
a farm and dairy. He built the 
largest barn in the whole coun- 
ty, a picturesque affair, and a 
whole little village of houses for 
tools, carriages and wagons. He 
built log houses for the chickens 
and brick houses for the hired 
hands. He planted 20 acres in an 
apple orchard and laid out elab- 
orate vegetable and flower gar- 
dens. 


ABOUT 1850, my grandfather, 
Benjamin F. Thomas, who was 
a lawyer in St. Louis, bought 
the place from Mr. Kenedy. He 
moved there with his wife, a 
granddaughter of pioneer John 
Mullanphy, and his younger chil- 
dren. When his two sons came 
of age; Mr. Thomas deeded to 
them the northeast and southeast 
corners of the place. The south- 
east corner which went to his 
son, John Richardson Thomas, 
is now the site of the museum.

How to Paint Double-Hung 


ONE OF THE THINGS that 
can drive the amateur painter 
almost crazy are windows— 
double-hung windows to be exact. 
There is, however, a method for 
doing this job which will prevent 
the common crisis of trying to 
move a sash that is coated with 
paint so that certain unpainted 
areas can be reached. Here is 
how it works. Start out with the 
bottom sash raised and the top 
sash lowered leaving a slight gap 
at top and bottom. Paint the top 
horizontal piece of the bottom 
sash and then paint the muntins 
that divide the panes of glass. 
Next do the vertical pieces of 
the sash frame. 

Now you move to the upper 
sash and paint the muntins and 
then the bottom horizontal piece. 
Lower the bottom sash by push- 
ing down on the unpainted lower

John L. Boland, who was my 
father.

Boland and several others joined 
together and got a franchise for 
an electric trolley car to run be- 
tween their places from the Vil- 
lage of Clayton to the middle of 
Forest Park, and later on, to 
DeBaliviere avenue. 

Parts of the Boland farm 
where we lived are now Clave- 
rach Park, the Moorlands and 
Southmoor. Forest Ridge is now 
the name of the north corner of 
the property which Mr. Thomas 
gave his other son, Benjamin 
Franklin Thomas, about 1870. 

Most of the men who had es- 
tates out there were “gentlemen 
farmers.” They had business or 
professions in town, and did no 
farm work themselves. It was 
done by a foreman who lived on 
the place and ran the farm. 

All these old county families 
would visit one another, and give 
large parties which everyone

Middle-income wives in the 
United States today are the most 
determined lot of tag-alongs in 
the history of matrimony, ac- 
cording to Stone’s studies. 


Stone’s interviews of middle- 
class married couples revealed 
that the wife talked of sports to 
the husband more than the hus- 
band barbered the wife on the 
subject. This does not mean 
the middle-class husband is turn- 
ing panty-waist. All it means is 
that the middle-class wife is try- 
ing to strangle the poor guy 
with her apron strings and tell 
him it’s love, plus baseball. Or 
football. Or whatever's in sea- 
son. She’s always got some 
game up her sleeve. 


“There are many college 
women among middle - class 
wives,”’ Stone said, “and in col- 
lege they were told the modern 
family should be built on com- 
mon interests. 


“The TV soap operas, the 
women’s magazines, such as 
that one with the ‘togetherness’ 
theme, all encourage this,” he 
continued. ‘“‘Most women we 
questioned said they were not 
interested in sports until after 
marriage.

“In the lower-income group,”

The massive sports audience, 
the 100,000-spectator football 
game, is a comparatively recent 
development in the United 
States. Sports did not begin to 
flourish until after the Civil War. 
Pioneering, whether it was in a 
covered wagon or on Wall 
Street, didn’t feature leisure 
time. When leisure time did 
begin to creep in it showed first 
at the top, among the wealthy. 
There is a little verse that illus- 
trates this. Bill Wyant of the 
Post-Dispatch has heckled the 
sports department with it for 
years. Wyant’s poetess is the 
late Sara Cleghorn and the sen- 
timent establishes it early in this 
century when Child Labor laws 
were being promoted and were 
considered subversive: 


“The golf links lie so near 
the mill 

“That almost every day. 

“The working children can 
look out, 

“And see the men at play.” 


So now we have come full 
cycle in  spectatorship. The 
spectators today are privileged 
adults, not underprivileged 
children. But the  mill-child 
principle still applies in one 
fashion—the watchers are mak- 
ing the players rich. 

More important than that, 
Stone suid, “knowledge about 
sports makes America avail- 
able to one another today,” 
just as they used to be com- 
patible talking abou. where the 
last nest of Indians had been 
spotted.

Elaborately 


Done on TV

NEW YORK, Oct. 27 (AP). 

MAXWELL ANDERSON’S 
“Winterset,” a morality play in 
blank verse and modern dress, 
was given an elaborate and pain- 
staking presentation on NBC 
last night. 

Anderson put a lot of mes- 
sages in this violent drama— 
about guilt and innocence, about 
life and death, about love and 
hate. 

He surrounded them, however. 
by what is now a pretty routine 
television plot for a crime show: 
a boy seeking to clear his dead 
father’s name; the guilty gang- 
ster and a frightened weakling 
trying to prevent placing blame 
where it really lies. 

Unlike the ordinary television 
plot, in the end it is the hero 
and his sweetheart who lie dead. 
and the guilty who continue to 
live unpunished. 

Don Murray was Mio, the boy. 
Piper Laurie played Miriamne, 
the girl in the case. Charles 
Bickford was the tortured judge, 
and George C. Scott, a sinister 
gangster. All were extremely 
compenent. 

The settings were spectacular, 
particularly those scenes under 
the Brooklyn Bridge. 

In spite of all this excellence, 
the play moved slowly and the 
language often seemed, instead 
of soaring, merely high flown. 

It was another special attempt 
to provide the viewers dramatic 
fare of a higher quality than 
the frequently unappetizing and 
dreary regular programs. And 
this promises to be a season 
when we will have many such 
experiences for which we should 
be indeed grateful.

A Frontier With Comforts

YELLOWENIFE, Northwest 
Territory, Oct. 27 (AP)—Indians 
in black leather jackéts and 
heavy, muddied boots himch 
over beers in the plush cocktail 
lounge of the Yellowknife Hotel 
and debate whether to go to a 
movie. ‘ 

An off-duty mine worker in 
Uranium City, Saskatchewan, 
checks the red devils and one- 
eyed wobblers in his tackle box 
and hops into his mahogany 
speedboat to do lonely battle 
with the giant trout in Lake 
Athabasca. 

A 5S-year-old boy plays con- 
struction worker with a toy 
steam shovel in the yard of his 
modern ranch-style home in 

, Manitoba. At the 
time he was born, Thompson was

Teen-agers in slacks and sad- 
die shoes feed di into the 
jukebox at the Buffalo Park 
Cafe in Fort Smith, N.W.T. Top 
rock ‘’n’ roll favorite, “Half- 
breed,” by Marvin Rainwater. 

It was a, sunshiny fall day 
amid the green and gold forests 
and clear blue lakes of the new 
North American frontier—Can- 
ada’s vast, booming and forbid- 
ding northland, whose untapped 
mineral resources stand high in 
the nation’s economic future. 

It’s the frontier, yes; but a 
frontier that a pioneer‘in the 
classic sense would recognize 
only with difficulty; a frontier 
that features most of the com- 
forts of home in strange combi- 
nation with the inconveniences 
of a remote new land. 


“This is a frontier?” grinned 
Frank McCall, the Northern 
Affairs Department’s repre- 
sentative in Yellowknife. 
“There are so many autos 
around here that we’re think- 
ing of putting in stop lights 
and parking meters.” 


There are, by official count, 
787 motor vehicles in Yellow- 
knife (population 3500)—and no 
access roads. But you need a 
car to get to the busy airport 
or to the sand-strewn nine-hole 
golf course. 


A graceful brick Roman Cath- 
olic cathedral is going up in 
Fort Smith (population 1500), 
capital of the northwest terri- 
tories and some 200 miles south 
of here. The cathedral looks out 
of place among the dirt streets 
and the rough board sidewalks 


Fly by bush plane from The 
Pas, Manitoba, over miles and 
miles of forest, lakes and mus- 
keg (swamp) and suddenly the 
town of Thompson. (population 
2700) with its prim little bunga- 
lows and geometric streets 
springs up out of the sea of 
trees. 

A striking feature of the Ca- 
nadian north is its isolation. The 
rest of the world in general— 
and Edmonton, Alberta, in par- 


ticular—is known to Northerners 
as “The Outside.” 


For Yellowknife, Fort Smith 
and Uranium City, the “outside”’ 
begins either at Waterways or 
Grimshaw, both in Alberta. Each 
is a terminal of different North- 
ern Alberta railroad lines. They 
are about 250 miles south of 
Fort Smith. 


A railroad north to Pine Point 
on Great Slave lake is in the 
planning stage and, in true fron- 
tier tradition, rival towns are 
choosing up sides to fight for 
either the western route from 
Grimshaw or the eastern route 
from Waterways. 


Current overland access to 
the north country is provided 
by the MacKenzie highway, 
hacked out of the wilderness for 
some 400 miles between Grim- 
shaw and Hay River, and by 
barge from Waterways down 
the sluggish, shallow Athabasca 
and Slave rivers. 


The queen of northern trans- 
port is the airplane. Pacific 
Western Airlines (PWA—known 
locally as ‘please wait awhile’) 
operates as far north as Inuvik 
and Coppermine on the Arctic 
ocean. Tough little bush planes 
can fly almost any place that 
has a puddle of water. 


The people of the north coun- 
try are inveterate travelers, 
mostly by air. It's not unusual 
for a fun-loving fellow in Yellow- 
knife to fly down to Edmonton 
(600 miles; $106 round trip) for 
a week-end of frivolity in the big 
city. 

A housewife in Thompson— 
luckily in spur distance of the 
Canadian National Railways 
Hudson Bay line—has a six-hour 
train ride to the Pas and then a 
24-hour flight in order to go on 
a shopping spree in Winnipeg. 

The larger towns in the north 
country boast telephone service. 
But calls to the ‘“‘outside’’ are 
impossible. The ‘“‘outside’’ be- 
gins in McMurray, Alberta, some 
250 miles from Fort Smith.

Veteran bush pilots 
such as Pat Carey of Fort Smith 
daily fly miles out of their way 
in their pontooned Beavers and 
Otters to check an isolated log- 
ging camp and see that every- 
thing is all right. 

Almost all the communities of 
the- Canadian North are single 
industry towns. In Yellowknife, 
it’s gold; Uranium City, urani- 
um; Thompson, nickel; Fort 
Smith, government. There are 
reminders of the industry every- 
where. 


The price of gold, $35 an 
ounce, is a ceaseless topic of 
conversation in Yellowknife. Un- 
paved streets in Uranium City 
bear the names Nuclear South 
and Uranium Road. The smelter 
stack of the International Nickel 
Co. is the landmark of Thomp- 
son. Three out of every four peo-

government. 


The accent is on youth in 
the north. Average age of 
workers at the Eldorado mine 
near Uranium City is said to 
be 24. Some of the young peo- 
ple come with a spirit of ad- 
venture.

“outside.” The number of 
young, single women is sur- 
prisingly high. 


“It’s a funny thing,” says Pe- 
ter Templeton, assistant admin- 
istrator of the MacKenzie dis- 
trict. ‘“‘Most of them find that 
they’re better off socially up 
here. In a place like Edmonton 
they’d get lonely sitting around 
their rooms. Here, everyone 
knows everyone else and there 
are a lot of community activi- 
ties.”’

India, China and 
Japan have met with the largest 
loss of life. 


The highest death toll known 
to history came to India 222 
years ago.

The worst quake of the present 
century took place in Kansu 
Province, China, 39 years ago. 
The loss of life was estimated 
at 180,000. 


A terrible earthquake jolted 
Japan three years later. There 
were 99,000 known dead in the 
Tokyo-Yokohama area. In addi- 
tion, 43,000 persons were listed
